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The claims have been amended to define a "method for haplotyping" wherein genomic DNA of "different haplotype" is analyzed by 
characterizing sites and "haplotyping the genomic DNA." Method of haplotyping has not previously been considered and therefore 
would require further search and consideration. However, it is noted that the cited art of Dale et al teaches their method is used for 
characterizing "multiple nucleotide or base changes", "multiple genetic diseases" (Column 18, lines 50-60 and Column 21). Therefore, 
the newly claimed methods of haplotyping would, at the very least, be an obvious variation or application of the method of Dale. 
Applicant's arguments have been thoroughly reviewed. However, the arguments address the amended claims. Therefore, the 
arguments are deemed moot relative to the outstanding rejection. 
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
